A dispatch from Cheyenne, Wyom- 
ing T., says: "The 2,000 Indians occu- 
pying the Wind River reservation, just 
south of the Yellowstone National Park, 
are actually in want and many will die 
of starvation before spring. 
Their beef 
ration is but three-fourths of a pound 
per head as against a pound and a half 
issued to each Sioux. 
Then these In- 
dians receive their meat on the hoof in 
the fall, subject to shrinkage, which is 
often 50 per cent. 
The tribes on the 
reservation a year ago agreed to waive 
sugar and coffee ration it the issue of 
beef and flour was increased, but the 
only portion of the deal consummated 
was the withdrawal of sugar and coffee. 
Their allotment of flour is insufficient 
and the contractors delay its delivery. 


the Wind River A^iency are the 
remnants of the great Indian tribes, the 
Shoshones and Arapahoes. 
They have 
agricultural implements and horses, and 
many would larm, but they can not 
run Irrigating ditches and have no 
money to buy seeds. 
This year a num- 
ber cultivated small tracts, but defec- 
tive ditches and an early frost caused 
the loss of their crops. 
Even now the 
Indians are reduced to desperate straits. 
The game has left the country and they 
eat diseased carcasses and domestic an- 
imals. 


'«But for the influencé of Chief Was- 
hakie, of the Shoshones, raids upon 
range cattle would be frequent. 
Gov- 
ernor Warren has verified the facts by 
a visit to the agency, and will place 
them before the Interior Department in 
a supplemental report."

M. Eiffel, in a paper he has just 
read, says that his first suggestion of 
the tower came from an article by Mr. 
David Reeves, president oi the Phoenix 
Bridge Company, which appeared in 
the Scientific American, Jan. 24,1874, 
In this article Mr. Reeves proposed for 
the Philadelphia centennial of 1876 a 
tower 1,000 feet high and 150 feet in 
diameter at the circular base. 
M. 
Eiffel improved upon Mr. Reeves' de- 
sign and made his tower architectural- 
ly beautiful; but the first and original 
conception, as he himself freely admits, 
was the offspring of American genius. 


Over a dozen residents ot forest City, 
a mining village, six miles north of 
Carbondale, have been poisoned last 
week by eating cheese. 
The first per- 
son who felt the effects of the cheese 
was taken with cramps about three hours 
after eating it.

None of the affected have died, 
and they are all on the road to recov- 
ery. 


The Standard Mutual Live Stock In- 
surance Company, an organization for 
the insurance of horses, failed at Read- 
ing four months ago. 
Th6 receiver, 
Peter W. Fisher, was unable to find as- 
sets, excepting the office safe and fur- 
niture, with many thousands of dollars 
of liabilities. 'A large number of suits 
have already been entered against pol- 
icy holders for unpaid assessments, and 
all of these, as far as heard by alder- 
men and justices of the peace, have 
been decided in favor of the company. 
A large number of similar suits are to 
to follow. 
The company had its prin- 
cipal offices in Reading and Philadel- 
phia, and its failure is attributed to dis- 
agreement among the officers and un- 
usufil mortality among the horses.

It seemed strange that some of 
trading craft had not entered the strait 
and caught sight of the brig, and stranger 
yet how the craft got in there. 
The

A westerly gale 


created a strong current through the 
straits, and one which made its influence 
fek for several miles oif the coast. In 
ordinary weather, witii ordinary depth 
of water, the channel was dangerous to 
any craft, many ledges and bars being 
shown- I suppose the brig's sails helped 
her along, and she got just the right 
slant at the proper time to carry her into 
the bay and beach herself.

The small 
boat was in good condition, and I took 
on water and provisions,and one morning 
ran down the straits to the north for the 
Flores Seas, feeling quite, sure of meeting 
some British vessel before crossing to 
Borneo. I had scarcely left my island 
behind when I saw H. ST. S. the Dragon 
bound to the East, and by roidafternoon 
was aboard of her. After sending me 
back with a guard to hold the brig, she 
returned to Sarabaja, on the north coast 
of -Java, and reported to the Consul, aid 
vrithin a month everythinsr had been re- 
moved from the old Ben Hammond and 
she was left to decay.

THE LOST SHÍP. 


In the month of June, 1854, the Eng- 
lish brig Bca HamtnoncI, Captain John 
E, Clark, passed through the Straits of 
Bunda on her way into the Indian Ocean, 
bound for Melbourne, 
The crew, all 
told, numbered eleven people, and the 
brig had a niicellaneous cargo. 
She sig- 
naled *»AIL well" when going through 
the straits, and that %vas the last heard of 
her for five months. Then a sailor named 
Charles Henfoc arrived at Sydney, and 
told a very curious story. 


About forty miles olT the straits the 
brig fell iu with a small sandal wood 
trader in a sinking condition. 
She was 
fiarrying a lot of natives from one of the. 
islands of Sumatra to some port in Java, 
and had sprung a leak. 
The brig had 
either to stand by or take her people oil, 
and Captain Clark decided upon 
the 
former course. 
The brig had struck a 
log or some other 
floating 
o])Stractioa 
while sailing at a fast rate, and had been 
badly damaged about the bows. 
This 
occurred in the early morning, and it was 
just at sunset that the brig eamo up with 
4jer. 
The injured craft Inid been creep- 
ing in for the Java coast, but as ^Yiud 
and current were against her she had 
made very slow progress. 
Her pumps 
were so small that,they would not throw 
out what a quarter-inch liolc would lot 
in, and crew and ])ussengers were loudly 
rattled. It was a beautiful evening, with 
every pros|)eetof continued good weather, 
and the first mute and five of the men 
went aboard of the trader to help him 
make repairs.

eastern islands and was there seriously 
ill for a month with fever. When he be- 
gan to mend of that the particulars of the 
tragedy came back to him, but as the 
brig had not been seen by any of the 
traders his story was not believed.

worked his way down to Timor, and 
from thence across to Port Dar^N-in, and 
he finally got ship from there around to 
Molboui-ne. 


The Ben Hammond had been reported 
lost iu the Indian Ocean, but her fate 
was considered a mystery.

awed and overcome that I did not dare 
];oard iier that night, but made my bed 
ua the sands and slept soundly till morn- 
ing. 
I had secured jny 
yawl when I 
drove in, and as 1 came to examine it 
next morning I found it almost free from 
injury, while the macit and sail and tiller 
were secure under the thwarts. 
J}y this 
time the gale v/as over, and I was sur- 
prised to see how £ar the vrater had fallen 
iiway from the beach, 


51y next move after inspecting the 
yawl was to board the brig. 
This was 
an easy niatter, iis the water at low tide 
did not reach her foremast, 
I was des- 
perately afraid of facing a skeleton as .1 
drew my head above the rail, and I made 
a leugthy burvey before I dropped to the 
deck. 
There was a great deal of littor 
about, and much of the exposed wood- 
work hud begun to decay. 
A more lone- 
some sight one could not find, I moved 
slowly irom stem to stern, and Avas re- 
lieved wlien no ghostly relic of the dead 
presented itself. 
TJjo brig liud the old- 
fiishioned foVastle, and I noticed that 
tlie slide over the opening was secured. 
The cabin doors were also shut, 
I 
dreaded to mskea furthor investigatloD, 


but hunger nnd ]>ftacc of mind com- 
pelled nie, and I finally entered the ca- 
bin» 
The medicine cheat was upset in 
tho main cabin or eating room, and 
the bottles Bca'ctered about the 
floor- 
There was a spread on tho table, but it 
was black with mould, and, after a brief 
look, I had to retire until the fresh aii 
could drive out the heavy odors. 
By 
and by I returned, and when I 
had 
Irfoked into the berths and found no 
mouldering skeletons, a great load was 
taken off my mind. 
I had, however, to 
examine the fo'castle yet, but, being en- 
couraged by what I had failed to find in 
the cabin, I made short work of it. Not 
a body had been left aboard. 
Renfoe 
must have heaved the dead overboard 
before lie left the brig, although he had 
no recollection of the act. 


In the cook's galley I found everything 
in good order, and when I looked over 
the stores 
iu the pantry 
everything 
smelled 
and 
tasted 
as 
wholesome 
as if 
only a "week out of the ware- 
house. 
Within an hour from tho time I 
boarded her I was eating a breakfast pre- 
pared iu the galley and was feeling quite 
at home. When I had satisfied my hnngor 
I opened up the hatches and the cabin 
skylight, and then turned to and cleared 
the deck of much of its litter. 
When 
things looked a bit more trim I went 
down and got the chart showing tho 
Sunda Islands, and, after a little calcula- 
tiou, Í located myself as being on the 
west side of Lombak Island. 
It was not 
the main island, exactly, but one lying 
so close to it that it Avent by the same 
name, and was separated only by half a 
mile of shallow -water. 
Lombak proper 
was inhabited, but for many years past 
the western end of the island had been 
avoided on account of a plague starting 
there and sweeping oil hundreds of na- 
tives. 
It seemed strange that some of 
trading craft had not entered tho strait 
and caught sight of the brig, and stranger 
yet how the craft got iu there. 
The 
chart made it plainer, 
A westerly gale 
created a strong current through the 
straits, and one which made its infiueuce 
felt for several'miles ofl: the coast. 
In 
ordinary weather, with ordinary depth 
of water, the channel was dangerous to 
any craft, many ledges and bai-s being 
shown. 
I suppose the brig's sails helped 
her along, and she got just the 
right 
slant at the proper time to carry her into 
the bay and beach herself. 
The spot %\'as 
sheltered by the trees, and one would 
have had to be very close to see her. 


I got hold of the manifest and also in- 
spected the hold, and I found she had a 
valuable cargo, and one which had not 
l)een damaged $10 worth. 
There were^ 
four or five steam engines, a gi*eat lot of 
agricilltural tools, furniture in thorough, 
woodcnwmre of all sorts, scores of cases 
of boots and shoes and dry goods, and 
enough, in fact,, to make up a cargo 
valued at $135,000. The brig was as dry 
as a bone, and after a little ventilation ' 
and disinfecting she smelled as sweet as a 
peach. 
I was a week aboard of her be- 
forg I decided what to do. 
The small 
boat was in good condition, and I took 
on water and provisions,and one morning 
ran down the straits to the north for the 
Flores Seas, feeling quite sure of meeting 
some Erirish vessel before crossing to 
Borneo. 
I had scarcely left my island 
behind when I saw 11. M. S. the Dragon 
bound to the East, and by midafternoon 
was aboard of her. 
After sending me 
back with a guard to hold the brig, she 
returned to Surabaja, on the north coast 
of Java, and reported to the Consul, and 
v/ithin a month everything had been re- 
moved from the old Ben Hammond and 
she was left to decay. 
Her cargo insur- 
ance had been paid, but everything w^as 
recovered in such fine order that the losa 
was triflniir,—^eio York

The sreat pyramid of Ghizeh Is the 


largest structure of aay kind ever erected 
by the hand of man. Its original dimen- 
sions at the base -were 764; feet square, 
and its perpendicular height.

It covers ovet 
four acres of ground, and has been esti- 
mated to have cost not less than $145.-

about 5,000,000 tons of hewn,stones were 
used in its construction, and the evidence 
points to the fact that these stones were 
brought a distance of about 700 miles 
from quarries in Arabia.

There are 
any number of bank servants Avho seem 
to have nothing to do but stand ercctand 
look magnificent. 
Their .superiors who 
wear the cockadcs and Howing gowns of 
many colors, are so gorgeously dressed, 
und so haughty iu manner, that they are 
allowed to twirl their maces and walk 
vnth measured step from one courtyard to 
another. Through these courtyards there 
nre doors or gates from which the various 
divisions of the bank arc reached. 
All 
of them arc low, solidly constructed and 
modest, and grouped about in nine court- 
yards. 


The basement of the bank is very in- 
teresting. 
The visitor is taken through 
a carcfully guarded iron door into a low 
roofod circular vault, uoar which arc a 
number of small trucks loaded with gold 
ingots, collateral for the bank's notes. 
The ingots on each truclc are built up iu 
stacks to the amount of $-100,000 in 
American money. 
These constitute the 
assets iv^liich the bank possesses against 
its liabilities on account of circulation and 
deposit, and the diilerence between the 
several amounts is culled ''the rest," or 
balance in favor of the bank. For -weigh- 
ing admirably constructed machines arc 
used, and arc accurxto even to the weight 
H?f the smallest atom. Gold is almost ex- 
clusively obtained by the bank in bar 
form, although no form of deposit woi^l 
be refused. ' It may interest the reader to 
kno-w that a bar of gold is a small slab. 
It weighs sixteen pounds and is -wonh 
about ^20 per ounce.

An Indian Doctor. 


Dr. Carlos Montezuma, of Chicago, 
w^ho was recently given a position at the 
Indian boarding house at Fort Stephen- 
son, Dakota, has had a very romantic life 
and it illustrates the native ability of a 
man of Indian race who, through the 
greatest difficulties has won his way to 
culture and standing. 
He was brought 
to General Morgan, the Indian Commis- 
sioner's attention by Captain Pratt, ol 
Carlisle, and in response to a letter, ask- 
ing him if he would take a place in the 
Indian service, he modestly replied that 
he did not wish to stand in the position 
of an office seeker. 
Dr. Monle/Aima is a 
full blooded Apache, and all his near kin 
were killed in battle when he was not 
more than four years old. 
He was sold 
for twenty-five dollars and carried to 
Chicago by an Italian photographer, who 
used him dressed in Indian costume, 
with other curiosities to attract patrons. 
He was employed in this way until nearly 
iifteen years of age, when he attracted the 
attention of Professor Selem H. Peabody, 
of the University of Illinois,at Champaign.

He has built up a good prac* 
tice in Chicago,which he was in no haste 
to surrender, but the proposition of Com- 
missioner Morgan that he go among hi« 
own people and assist in elevating them 
appealed bo strongly to his sentiments 
that lie decided to accept it.—Bosto7i 
Post. 


Expansion by Ucat and Cold. 


Water expands both with heat an(^ 
cold. 
It is the fact that Avater expands 
in freezing, which enables frost to act 
so powerfully as a disintegrating agent. 
Water enters the cracks and pores of 
j'ocks, and on freezing expands with 
such force as to break off fragments from 
their surface. Reaumur found that three 
of the metals also slightly expand, under 
the influence of cold, on becoming solid, 
namely, cast iron, antimony and bismuth, 
and hence the precision with which cast 
iron takes the mold. 
If a metalic bottle 
bo filled with molten 
bismuth, 
and 
tightly plugged up, the bottle will be 
ru])tured wlien the metal solidities.

about 5,000,000 tons of hev/nstones wer< 
used in its construction, and the evidence 
points to the fact that these stones wer^

<rom quarries in Arabia. 


To Propel ('ars by Air. 


An English firm is experamenUng with 
a scheme for the propulsion of street cars 
by means of compressed air.

DEATH TN TUK VIKIiGAH CKUKT, 
Acting under the provisions of a rccont 
law the Secretary of the Indiana Stato 
Board of Health lias collected samples of 
the vinegar sold iu Indiana cities, and has 
just completed a careful analysis. 
Of 
eight samples thoroughly tested, but ono 
proves to be pure cider vinegar, and tho 
other seven are nothing more than a de- 
coction of rainwater and sulphxiric acid. 
The largest vinegar manufactory in one 
city,•which c!aims to sell pure applo vine- 
gar, furnished the worst stuiT that wa3 
found among the samples. 
Tho Secre- 
tary says that it will destroy the stomach 
oven of an ostrich if used hberally. 
Tho 
law as enacted by the last Legislature pro- 
hibits the manufacture and sala of any 
vinegar not the jiroduct of inue «pplo 
juice. 
It must not have any artiflcial 
coloring; must have an acidity equivalent 
to the ]n'csencc of not less than four per 
cent, by weight of acetic acid. 


WISE WORDS. 


KKEI'INa MKATS. 


Dr. Kitchener's remarks in relation t^ 
this are concise, and will be of benefit to 
our readers. 
He says. 


The time meat should hang to hh 
tender depends on the heat and humidity 
of the air; if it is not kept long enough 
it is hard and tough; if too long, it loses 
its flavor. It should be hung where it 
will have a thorough air, and be dried 
with a cloth night and morning, to keep 
it from damp and mustiness. 
Before you 
dress it, wash it well; if it is a roasting 
beef, pare oH the outside. 


If you tear your meat, etc., will not 
keep till the time it is wanted, parboil 
or parroast it; it will then keep a couple 
of days longer, when it may be dressed 
in the usual way, only it will be done in 
rather less time. 
Tho cook and tho 
butcher as often lose credit, by meat 
being dressed too fresh, as the fishmon- 
ger docs by fish that has been kept too 
long. 


Dr. Franklin in his philosophical ex- 
periments, tells us, that if game or poul- 
try be killed by electricity it will bccomo 
tender in the twinkling of an eye, and if 
it be dressed immediately will be deli- 
cately tender. 
During the sultry summer 
months it is almost impossible to procure 
meat that is not either tough or tainted; 
the former is as improper as tho latter for 
the unbraced stomachs of relaxed valetu- 
dinarians, (for whom at this season, poul- 
try, stews, etc., and vegetable soups are 
the most suitable food), when the diges- 
tive organs are debilitated by the extreme 
heat, and profuse perspiration requires 
an increase of liquid to restore cquilib- 
nvun in the constitution. 


HECIPES. 


Lemon Cake—One cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, one cup of sweet milk, 
three cups of fiour, the whites of five 
eggs, one teaspoonful of soda, two of 
cream of tartar; bake in layers. 
Filling: 
Two tablespoonfuls of corn starch, one 
cup of boiling water, one cup of sugar, 
the grated rind and juice of two lemons. 


Fish Pie—Take any firm-fleshed fish, 
cut in slices, and season "with salt and 
pepper; let stand in a cold place for two 
or three hours; then put the sliced fish 
in a baking dish, with a little cream or 
water and butter and fiour rubbed to a 
cream, with minced parsley and hard- 
boiled eggs sliced; line the sides of tho 
dish half way down, and cover "with a 
nice paste. 
Bake in an oven, quick at 
first, but gradually growing moderate. 


Savory Custard—Take a quart of good 
meat nicely flavored with vegetables; 
beat six eggs, mix with the soup, and 
season with salt and pepper; pour this 
custard mixture into a deep dish, butter 
very thickly three or four slices of thin 
bread (the slices should not be thicker 
than a dollar), and only lay enough to 
cover the top of the custard, I mean do 
not put one slice on the other; bake till 
firm in the centre and the surface is pair 
brown. 
This is a very nice dish. 


Light Biscuits—Sift three and one-hall 
pounds of flour inti) a bowl; make a hole 
in the center and stir in one pint of luke» 
warm milk and half a pint of yeast; stix 
in just fiour enough to make a thin bat- 
ter; cover and let stand till light; melt 
one-half pound of butter in ono pint ol 
warm milk; let it stand till luke warm, 
and with a tablespoonful of salt sift in 
tho other ingredients; knead and let 
Btand one hour; roll and cut into biscuits, 
lay two inches apart, let stand till light, 
then bake. 


Egg Soup With Ham—For this soup i 
ham-bone, from which all outside smoky 
surface has been cut away, is excellent, 
or if that h not convenient a slice ol 
boiled ham (or raw ham scalded in two 
waters after every bit of outer discol- 
ored surface is removed) must be used. 
Pour over it two quarts of cold water; 
let it simmer gently an hour, then beat 
eight eggs and add them to tho liquor. 
Chop a tablespoonful of parsUy very fine, 
and fitit into the soup with two scant tea- 
spoonfuls of salt and half a level salt 
ipoonful of pepper, 


Egg and Cheese Soup—This is quicldj 
made and very nourishing. 
Put foui 
ounces of rich cheese, either shaved oi 
grated, with two quai-ts of hot water (oi 
milk if preferred) in a saucepan over Ih« 
Bre; let it boil gently for a few minutes, 
Boil in another saucepan in salted water, 
a quarter of pound of a macaroni (broken 
into short lengths), till tender (or a cup 
of rice may be used, boiled also till 
tender); when the cheese is quite dis- 
solved season with two level teaspuonfuU 
of salt and lialf a saltspoonful of supr. 
Add the macaroni or rico and six or eigU* 
euATS well beaten.

A Now System AVhioh ProvUlcsfortho 
Roaoinptiou or Torn Not es In Full 
or hi Part, 


1 ho United Stales Treasurer has de- 
cided on a now method of redeeming 
worn and mutilated currenoy which lie 
thinks will prove a great im))rovemcnt 
over tho old system* 
The system which 
has been in vogue at the Treasury for the 
past three or four yeai-s has, ho says, 
j)ractically taken money from poor jieople 
and put it in the pockets of tho Govern-' 
ment without any real justiliratiou. 
The 
old system provided that if a note was 
presented for redemption and measured 
one-tenth less than the full length, a pro- 
portionate amount should be deducted 
from the sum given in return. 
The re- 
sult was that many notes presented by 
])oor people for deposit in saving bauks 
wore refused at their par value and only 
taken at the discount fixed by tho Gov- 
ernment, 


The new sptom authorizes the redemp- 
tion at the full valuo of notes which are 
threc-fifths intact and tho payment of 
proportions for smaller parts of a note 
Mdiere evidence is presented of its de- 
struction. 
Treasurer Huston is consider- 
ing a further provision which,if adopted, 
will make the Treasury practice conform 
even more closely to the old practice of 
the banks. 
They have a proportional 
scale by Avhich they pay a part'of tho par 
value of a note between two-fifths and 
three-fifths intact without requiring evi- 
dence of its destruction. 
Half a note is 
redeemed for half its value. 


The object of redeeming parts of old 
notes at only a proportion of their par 
value is, of course, to protect the Govern- 
ment against redeeming the same note 
twice. 
Treasury ofiicials believe that the 
new system is perfectly securo ia this re- 
gard. 
It has been in use by the banks 
for many years without loss. 
Now and 
then some cute schemer will try to cut up 
and put together several parts of notes, so 
as to get a new one out of them, but the 
fraud is readily detected, and can be just 
as carefully guarded against, it is argued, 
imdor the new system as under the old. 
Some of these composite notes made for 
swindling purposes are kept at the Trciis- 
ury Department, and some of them arc 
very queer productions. 


Every visitor to the Treasurer's officc 
has seen the $500 legal tender note made 
up of sixteen narrow strips cut from, as 
many separate notes and sent to the 
Treasury for redemption by a New Y'ork 
bank clerk in 1873. 
The notes from 
which these strips were cut were of course 
put together again with only a slight 
shortage, and were 'doubtless redeemed 
when presented; but the composite note,- 
with its grotesque numbering and pal- 
pable patch-work, wjis refused redemp- 
tion and kept as au illustration of an in- 
genious attempt at deception. 


The Government would probably suffer 
no net loss if it should pay a few notes 
twice, because it gets the benefit of what- 
ever notes are destroyed where the de- 
Btruction cannot be fully proved and new 
notes issued in lieu of the old. 
It is im- 
possible to determine the amount of jm- 
per money actually destroyed and unac- 
counted for in the course of a number of 
years, although the Treasury ofiicials are 
inclined to think that it is less than pop- 
ular impression would indicate. 
The 
curious old notes presented from time to 
time after being hidden for'years in 
some obscure corner indicate 
plainly 
enough that not all oven of the oldest 
issues, which remain outstanding have 
been destroyed. 
Some of the old issues 
are kept for curiosities and will never be 
presented for redemption.

Cnrlosties of Figures. 


A problem, that at a glanc^ seems 
enough to tempt many a school-boy to 
6])end a portion of his evenings in an en- 
deavor to solve it, appeared recently in a 
Maine journal, and is as follows: Take 
tho number 15, Multiply it by itself, and 
then multiply that product by itself, and 
you have 225. Now multiply 225 by itself, 
and so on until fifteen products have been 
multiplied by themsftlves in turn. 
The 
question aroused considerablo interest 
among lawyers in Portland, and their 
best mathematician, after struggling with 
the problem long enough to see how 
much labor was entailed on the solution, 
made the following discouraging report 
upon it: "Tho final product called for 
contains 38,539 figures, tho first of which 
are 1442. 
Allowing three figures to an 
inch, the answer would be ove;* 1070 
feet long. 
To perform the operation 
would require about 500,000,000 figures. 
If they can be made at the rate of 100 
a minute, a person working ten hours a 
day for 300 days in each year would be 
twenty-eight years about it. 
If, in mul- j 
tiplying, he should make a row of | 
ciphers, as he does in other figures, tho ; 
number of figures would bo more than 
523,930,228. 
This would bo tho pre- 
ciso number of figures used if the product 
of the left-hand figure in each multipli- 
cand, by each figure of the multiplier 
was alway« a singlo figure; but, as it is 
most frequently, aud yet not always, two 
figures, the method cmplo3'ed to obtain 
the foregoing result cannot bo accurately 
ap])lied. 
Assuming that the cipher is 
used on an average once in ten times, 
475,000,000,000 approximates tho actual 
number.

DIGGIXO AND STOUl^^G POTATOES. 


The early crop is oiten injured by de- 
Liy in digging.

Ind pushed iLs sprouts becomes of infe- 
k'iOT quality for the table? its starch be- 
comes changed into sugar and other prin- 
tiples wliich feed the growth of the 
Jeaves, and the tuber becomes soggy and 
t)f poor quality. 
When the early potato 
becomes ripened, the top or vines die 
down and a long period of dry weather 
Complete« the ripening and the tubers 
fchonld be dug and housed. 
If, after a 
flry season, a wet one follows, a long 
*varm iMin starts the tubers into growth, 
liot a growth of stems and leaves, but a 
kind of growth which often takes place 
when potatoes are stored in too warm a 
place, called **supertuberatiou." 
In this 
the material stored in the tuber for sijs- 
i.iiining the growth of the following year 
Is start-ed and used for the formation of 
hew small tubers. 
Most observing far- 
Iners must have found in their potato-bin 
toward spring new potatoes produced 
from the material of old tubers. 
Pota- 
toes should be dried off before they are 
fctorcd, and in doing this they should not 
be exposed to the sun. 
The old farm- 
house cellar, which is being abandoned 
fis a Btorcliouso for potatoes and other 
crops has an advantage as a place for stor- 
ing pot-jitoes, as the odor which attends 
the destructive disease may be noticed at 
its appearance and the affected potatoes

TO 13Un.D A SILO, 


A subscriber of the Prairie i'^arwwr asks 
'for directions how to build a silo. 
Mr, 
B. S, lloxie, a correspondent of that 
paper, says: 
J '*If 
the structure is to be detached 
from the barn, make a low foundation 
wall, just liigh enough to prevent any 
surface water from ever coming in con- 
tact with th(i ensilage. 
Fill up the floor 
!to the level of this wall, and finish off 
with 
clay well pounded 
down, or a 
'cement of water lime. 
Next lay your 
sills of 2xS in. joist, flat on the wall, 
and bed them w^ell in limft mortar^ have 
'them so finn that there will be no chance 
to spread or get out of place. 
On the 
joists place 
2x8 in, studding 16 feet 
long, as tlois is a ]u-oper height for the 
^ilo, 
and 16 
inches Ifrom 
centcr 
to 
center. 
Toe-nail firmly at the bottom of 
the sill. 
The object of placing the stud- 
ding this distance apart is to accommo- 
date the width of tarred paper; for a per- 
fect silo must be perfectly air tight on 
sides and bottom. 
Now put good tarred 
paper on the inside of the studs, lapping, 
as it will, so as to make tight work*, 
cover with good, sound matched floor- 
ing, and see to it that the corners are 
made secure, so that there will be no 
spread, or give, to let in the air. 
En- 
close tlie 
outside 
surfaca with tarred 
paper same as inside, and good drop-lap 
siding, as it is called, or any similar 
methijd, being careful to make it tight 
and firm. 
The 
roof is made as any 
ordinary barn roof, and the building: may 
be finished up on the outside to suit the 
owner's fancy or pocket. 


A very good size for a silo would bo 
16x32 feet, or if more room is needed, 
make it longer and put in a cross parti- 
tion of plank. 
This partition should be 
made so it will slip down into ijlace and 
be held by cleats at its ends. 
The sides 
must be secured with one or more iron 
rods to keep the building from spread- 
ing. 
A convenient size for door would 
be four feet wide, in one end, and made 
in 
sections 
of two 
feet each, sliding 
down in grooves so as to come out from 
the inside as the «ilo is emptied. 
These 
doorSj as well as all inside work, must be 
made so as to form no obstruction to the 
settling of the fodder and boards and 
tarred paper which are to form the cover 
to the pit. 
This is one of the cheapest 
methods of construction, and is.essential- 
ly as good a one as can be built. 
If a 
farmer has stones handy, he can build one 
of solid masonry, but it would not keep 
out frost or air better than one of Avood. 
One end of a bay in the barn can be used, 
by
